The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  under 
review  are  entirels"  favourable,  the  birth  rate 
at  18,13  per  1,000  population  reinained  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales_at  15,50.  There 
were  47  live  births  as  against  56  in  1951, 

The  infantile  mortalit37-  rate  and  the 
maternal  mortality  rate  were  both  nil. 

Tots.!  deaths  declinec"  from  27  in  1951 
to  18  in  1952,  there  being  4 deaths  from  cancer 
and  one  death  from  pulmonar3?‘  tuberculosis. 

The  year  was  noteworthy  for  the  small 
number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
vi^^:-  10  cases  of  7/hooping  cough,  one  case  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis - onljJ'  12  cases  in  all.

SocJ.al^  Conditions  and  Employment « The  district  is  en- 

tirely rural"  in  character 'and  as  fa~r  as  is  known  ■enemployment 
is  negligible. 

There  are  4 gravel  beds  and  the  disused  War-time  R.A.F. 
Aerodrome,  which  is  nov;  n.sed  by  the  R.  A.  !.  in  connection 
with  their  Station  at  Lliddleton  St.  George  in  the  adjacent 
Rural  District.  Part  of  the  airfield  is  still  used  by  the 
Darlington  and  Distrift  Aero  Club. 

Water  S^ip  Ay.  There  is  a piped  water  supply  to  the  major 
part  of  the  r'ural  district  1:3/  sta'butory  undertakers,  the  Tees 
Valley  V/ater  Board.  The  parishes  served  are  Gleasby,  Gliffe, 
Kanfield,  Stapleton  and  Croft.  A bulk  supply  from  the  Tees 
Valley  Water  Board  also  serves,,  through  a private  main,  part 
of  the  parish  of  Over  Dinsdale.  The  Council  take  a bulk  supply 
from  the  same  Author  its?'  fon  part  of  the  parish  of  Dalton  and 
from  Riclimond  Rural  District  Council  for  the  Temporary  Housing 
sites  (ex  R.A.D.  Station)  situated  in  part  of  the  parishes 
of  Dalton  and  Croft. 

The  parish  of  Barton  is  supplied  by  a private  undertaking 
and  has  been  fully  described  in  my  previous  report.  Early  in 
the  year  a complaint  ¥/as  received  regarding  the  p'lurity  of  the 
■water  by  the  County  liedical  Officer  originating  from  sarmples 
taken  by  the  County  Sanitar;?"  Officer.  Further  camples  were 
taken  and  the  headv^orks  ins'pected  by  the  liedical  Officer,  County 
Sanitary  Officer  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Pathologist. 

The  results  of  the  analysis  of  samples  arc  shown  hereafter. 

Efforts  were  made  to  trace  the  source  of  pollution  through  co- 
operation with  Riclimond  Rural  Dis'brict  Counoil  Sanitar3?'  Inspect- 
or 'without  success.  It  \7as  agreed  that  the  head.worxs  and  'plant 
v/ere  In  a satisfactory  condition  a'part  'Trom  minor  defects  which 
the  undertakers  agreed  to  remedy.  The  source  was  very  deep- 
seated  and  no  evidence  could,  be  found  to  sup'port  ’che  pollution 
indicated  in  the  Analyses.  The  supply  is  being  kept  under 
observation. 

Apart  from  the  above,  the  other  iiiain  supplies  are,  I 
understand  satisfactorsr  in  both  quality  and  quantity.  In  the 
parishes  of  Newton  Morrell,  Eryhoime  and  Girsb3?'  as  well  as  out- 
lying parts  of  all  parishes  there  is  no  mains  sup'piy.  In  these 
places  the  occupiers  are  served  03"  springs  and  wells. 

There  is  a pi'ped  supply  from  Croft  to  Halnaby  Hall  which 
is  a bulk  suppl3r  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board.

The  Council  received  deto.ils  of  an  amended  scheme  to 
supply  water  to  this  area  (apart  from  Barton)  by  a 4*^  branch 
from  Cleasby,  part  of  Barton  and  Newton  J'Aorrell  at  <an  estimated 
cost  of  -Z  9,862. 

The  Council  d6cid.ed,  in  vie\;  of  the  expense  invoked  and 
the  agricultural  interest,  that  tiie3?‘  meet  the  owners  concerned 
to  see  what  financial  support  can  be  expected.  The  result  of 
this  was  that  the  scheme  with  an  amended  revenue  statement  v/as 
subnutted  to  the  Water  Supplies  Officer  of  the  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  iAio  v;as  dealing  with  liis  Ministry  on  the 
matter  of  gr salts. 

It  is  expected  that  a reply  will  received  early  in  1953* 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  villages  of  Barton  and 
^cTpletbn  liave' combiheXTs’eweFage  and  Sewage  Disposal  systems. 

At  Cleasby,  Eryholme , itanfield,  Croft  and  Dalton  there  are  com- 
bined sewers  which  discharge  v/ithout  proper  treatment  to  ditches. 
In  the  remaining  parishes  of  Newton  Morrell,  Cliffe,  Cirsby  and. 
Over  Dinsdaie,  no  public  sewer  is  availsPole,  although  there  are 
only  a few  scattered  dwelling  houses  in  these  parishes.  In  all 
the  parishes  nian^^  houses  have  tlieir  own  cesspools,  some  with 
filters  about  which  no  complaints  are  received.  The  Council 
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periodically  flush  and  clean  sewers  and  oankc  at  Barton  and 
Stapleton  and  the  combined  sc-v/ers  at  llanfielci,  Ore  ft  and 
Dal  ton. 

The  Temporary  Housing  at  Oroft  and  Dal'’‘On 

(disused  R.  A.  f‘.  hutments)  are  properly  drained^  U,  Cs.  beiny 
provided  to  all  hutments  and  two  mcvlern  3ev\^eraye  and  Sov;aG'e 
Disposal  ?/crks  are  maintained  by  a special  staff  appointed  by 
the  Council  as  Apents  for  the  liinistry  of  Health. 

The  Council  do  not  undertalce  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
in  the  area.

T\¥0  Building  Licences  for  ^he  erecti'on  of  one  house 
and  the  conversion  of  one  building  into  a dwelling  house 
at  a cost  of  £ 2,870  was  issued  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  compared  with  the  issue  of  five  building  licences 
for  the  erection  of  four  houses  and  the  conversion  of  one 
building  into  a dwelling  in  1951. 

2.  Mscellaneous  Building  Licences.  The  Council  as  Licens- 
ing Autlibrity  Issued  fiva  licences  In  connection  with  hous- 
ing rex^airs,  improvements  etc.  amounting  to  f 2,151  compared 
with  sis  licences  amounting  to  £ 2,122  in  1951. 

ERECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 


Private  Enterprise.  Two  new  hou.se s were  completed,  one 
converted  froriTlbose  boxes  and  one  from  store  rooms  over 
garages  compared  with  two  new  houses,  one  large  house  ' 
divided  into  tliree  flats  and  two  cottages  almost  completely 
reconstructed  last  year. 

Council  Houses.  There  were  no  Council  Houses  either 
under  construction  or  completed  during  the  year. 

Temporary  Houses.  The  Council,  as  Agents  for  the  Ivlinistry 
oY  He  ait  h ,~liav6  under  their  control  five  disused  R.  A.  E‘. 
hutted  sites.  The  hutments  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports 
were  adapted  for  temporary  hou.sing  purposes  on  the  sites, 
each  family  having  a self-contained  unit  of  housing  compris- 
ing from  one  to  three  bedrooms  and  living  room  complete  v/ith 
cooking  stove  and  piped  water  supply  over  sink.  There  is 
also  a laundry  house  and  sanitar^^  accoramodation.  The  sites 
contain  4r^"  brick  built  hutments  witii  asbestos  roof,  corrugated 
galvanised  iron  nissen  huts,  and  felted  plasterboard  huts 
with  corrugated  galvanised  iron  roofs,  all  of  -which  are 
properly  drained  and  sewered. 

The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  disposing  of  the 
sub-standard,  hutments.  Nine  Nissen  huts  and  one  picket  post 
were  vacated  in  readiness  for  sale  early  in  1953.

The 
difficiilty  in  improving  conditions  is  most  ap/Jurent  in  deal- 
ing with  the  small  village  shop  where  all  types  of  cOiTL/iOdities 
are  on  sale  in  a very  restricted  spo.cG. 

There  are  seven  jpublic  houses,  including  hotels  in 
the  area,  four  of  which  have  catering  licences.  Improvements 
were  completed  to  the  Mtehens  of  t\70  hotels  commenoed  last 
year.  The  only  other  catering  establishments  are  a Nursery 
School,  and  a Tea  Garden  where  teas  are  served.

The  above  Aol  O'^brafcecl  iroiu  Id'-'  'TovciiU'er  '951  and  is 
designed  to  secure  the  iiss  of  c3.euu  i.l.lj.iiig  :G£i,tex''ials  in  up- 
holstered articles  and  other  articles  ahlch  are  stuffed  or  lined. 


It  provides  for  the  registration  of  prenioes  where  any 
of  the  prescribed  filling  materials  are  used,  and  for  the  lic- 
ensing of  premises  where  they  are  manufactrired. 

Authority  is  given  under  the  Act  for  samples  to  be 
taken  to  ascertain  the  cleanliness  of  the  materials  used. 

The  regulations  prescribe  the  standards  of  cleanliness 
for  each  type  of  filling  material,  specify  the  prescribed  analysis 
for  the  tests,  fees  to  be  charged  and  form  of  certificate.  Tliey 
also  indicate  the  form  in  which  records  are  to  be  kept  by  Occ- 
uiDiers  of  premises  registered  or  licensed  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Ac  t • 


There  are  no  manufacturers  or  registered  premises  in 
the  area. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  The  provisions  of  this 
Act  give  rise  to  an  increasing  amount*o~f  time  and  labour  being 
spent  on  Rodent  Control.  Not  only  is  it  the  duty  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  treat  its  sea-'ere,  sev/age  works  and  refuse  tips  at 
regular  intervals,  but  also  to  inspect  its  entire  district  for 
evidence  of  rat  or  mice  infestations.  This  l.a'oter  opsre.tion 
is  carried  out  on  all  routine  inspeebiens  of  all  types  of  prop- 
erty. 

IXiring  the  year  the  O'"*  uioii  * s sev/c-rs  at  Barton  v/ere 
teat-baited  and  o.s  a sligJit  in ’esta.ti.on  was  found,  a.  trGa.tment 
was  carried  out.  Both  sewage  \yoahs  vfe.:'*e  foiind  to  be  slightly 
infested  and  were  treatedo  The  only  tip  used  by  the  Council 
in  the  area  is  at  Croft  Airpc.rt,  and  this  is  treated  every  three 
months. 


A regular.',  treatment  is  maintained  a.t  the  business  pre- 
mises mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  and  the  agrioultural  area 
is  v/ell  served  by  the  Agricultura.1  Committee's  Rodent  Control 
Service  (who  carried  out  this  work  for  farms  under  oontrract).
